General Melikoff and the Czarcwitch are 
co-operating in putting down the Nihilist 
conspiracy. At St. Petersburg many pri- 
soners have been released. 'Ihe Nihilists 
declaim any attempt on the life of Melikoff, 
but are watching his actions. The Czar is 
yielding under the guise of firmness. 

The Liverpool Grand N.ational was run 
to-day with the following result — Empress, 
1 ; The Liberator, 2 ; Downpatrick, 3. 

Prince Orloflf, the Russian ambassador at 
Paris, was recalled on S.aturday in conse- 
quence of tbe French Government refusing, 
at the invitation of Russia, to give up the 
self-confessed Nihilist Hartmann, who at- 
tempted the life of the Czar. 

At a banquet given to ParaoU at Cork, 
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Piffgar, M.P., said that if the course their 
party was piirsiiini? in Parliament failed in 
its object, Ireland might produce another 
Hartmann, with better results. 

H.M.S. Raleigh, which is conveying relief 
to the Australian station, will search Amster- 
dam Island for traces of any survivors from 
the ship Knowesly Hall. 

Most of the election speeches contain long 
allusions to the advantages of connection 
between the mother country, and the colonies. 

Persia is professing to decline to occupy 
Herat. 

General Skobeloff, the Russian Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the expedition against the 
Tehke-Turcomans, will avoid Merv, as it is 
believed its occupation would provoke the 
British to advance on Herat. ' 

It is suspected that Abdul Rahman has 
designs on Herat. 

Lord Hartington is seriously indisposed, 
and unable to attend to his Parliamentary 
duties. . 

The rec^t warning given by Germany to 
Italy relative to the alleged interest of the 
latter with Russia against Austria, has led 
diplomatic correspondence the result of 
which is that the Italian Government has 
given a distinct denial to the charge, and has 
expressed a desire to co-operate with the 
Powers in maintaining the peace of Europe. 
_ The laws promulgated by the German Par- 
liament for the suppression of Socialism 
have been extended seven years. 

The political allairs of Greece create much 
anxiety. The Government has become un- 
popular and lost confidence of the Legisla- 
lature. The Budget was received with much 
disfavor by the Chambers, and was, after an 
animated debate, rejected by a large majority. 

The health of the Czarina becomes daily 
more precarious, and by latest accounts 
serious doubts are entertained of her re- 
covery. 

Several trading vessels carrying the flag of 
Italy have been seized by the Customs otfloers 
of .A\istria for having on hoard a large quan- 
tity of arms, including breechloaders and 
ammunition, believed to be intended for the 
Albanun insurgents, w'ho are known to have 
the sympathy of the Italia- Irredente party. 

Great preparations are being made in Ire- 
land for the reception of Uie Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. 

Parnell h,as returned from his tour in 
■America. He was accorded a most enthnsi- 
astic reception at Cork when he landed. The 
people turned nnt in thousands, and the city 
was illuminated, Parnell attended a ban- 
quet given in his honor. Many prominent 
members of Parliament and leading citizens 
were present. In response to the toast of 
his health, Parnell detailed the result of his 
recent sippeal in America, 



Good Friday was -observed as a dose 
holiday in town, and the usual services were 
held at the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
Churches. 

It is probable that the return cricket 
match between the Queenstown and Cromwell 
Clubs will he played here on the second Satur- 
day in April. 

We are informed that a number of the 
leading amateurs among the gentlemen of Clyde 
and Alexandra have decided upon giving a 
benefit performance to Mdlle Murriell, lately 
connected with the Opera Bouffe Company now 
appearing in this district. 

We are informed that Captain Brown, 
commanding tho Lake Volunteer District, has 
disallowed the protest entered by Capt. Finn, 
on heh.ilf of “ M” Battery, Queenstown, against 
the recent prize-firing, on the gi'ound th.at there 
was no evidence to sustain the charges made. 
The prizes will therefore be distributed accord- 
ing to the returns published some weeks ago. 

A t a recent meeting of the unemployed 
held at Napier, one of the speakers said that he 
had been “on the w.allaby " with Mr Vincent 
,Pyke, M.H.R., and that the two had lived on 
snakes for a week.” In reply to this, Mr Fyke 
hap since telegraphed to Napier in the following 
characteristic terms; — “I was never on the 
Wiillaby, and never ate snakes. Snakes are too 
luxurious for me. Lizards are sufficient for my 
simple taste.” 

Fierce indignation has been aroused at 
Ashburton by the oondiict of some GO or 70 of 
the Southern Volunteers, who, on their way to 
Christehurch on Good Friday, robbed a woman's 
shop of all the hisenits, fruit, pipes, matches, 
cigars land tobacco they could lay their hands 
on. Some £8 or £10 worth of goods were stolen, 
The Volunteers belonged to several companies, 
and were not all members of the Naval Bi-ig,ades 
as stated in some papers — not more than half 
a dozen being N.avals, 

The Wakatip Matl in a somewhat 
authoiitative tone states that Capt, Finn will 
resume command of the L.ake Volunteer Dis- 
trict on and after the 1st proximo — Thursday 
next. We do not know whence tho Mail 
derives its infonn,ation, hut we are informed 
that no intimation of such change being in- 
tended has yet reached the District office. 
Doubtless the distinguished position is very 
much Cesired in certain quarters, .and no effort

The ordinary meeting of above Council waa 
held in the County Officoe, Clyde, on Wednes- 
day, March 24. 

Present : Counoillors Vincent Pyke, 

(Chairman), B. Naylor, J. Pitches, W. 
Masters, A, Fraser, M. J. M'Ginnis, and J, 
Stronach. 

The minutes of previous meeting were 
read and confirmed. 

Schedules of inward and outward corre- 
spondence were read and received. 

The Chairman at .this stage waa served 
with a writ for the Diatrict Court at the suit 
of J. Drumray, for moneys alleged to be due 
him on contract, reconstruction of Mao- 
andrew Bridge, L140, 

Cr M'Ginnis argued in favor of the case 
being taken out of Court and settled by 
arbitration, and proposed accordingly. There 
being no seconder the motion lapsed. 

The Chairman stated the matter had been 
before the Council several times previously, 
when it was always agreed that Mr Drummy 
had no claim against the Council ; the ques- 
tion was whether Mr Drummy or the County 
Engineer was right, and he thought the 
Court waa the better place to settle it in. 
The action was more the form of a friendly 
one than otherwise, and it was better to have 
it decided by the Court. 

Resolved “That the matter he allowed to 
take its course.” 

A statement showing the financial position 
of the County was laid on the table as 
follows ; liabilities on contracts, £19,617 2s 
Id ; balance in Bank, £7,691 10s 8d. 

The Chairman said the position was most 
satisfactory and that unless some unoon- 
ceived circumstances arose the Council need 
never have to borrrow. 

Letters end circulars from Government 
were also read relative to the amount of 
impounded land fund still due. It was 
Stated that over £6000 had been received, 
and that still there waa £3000 odd due. l 

Letters and telegrams re Strathtaieri line 
of railway were read. 

On memorial for construction of road at 
Welshtown, Bendigo, the Engineer reported 
that the road would only benefit a boarding- 
house keeper.— Resolved, That the road he I 
not made at present. ! 

Attention was drawn to the destruction of ' 
road through Clyde by a stone-truck used by 
the contractors for Clyde bridge, and report 
of Engineer to the effect that it will coat £60 
to repair the damage, waa read. Councillors 
suggested that the contractors be notified 
that if they continue the use of the stone- 
truck, proceedings will be instituted against 
them. 

Cr M'Ginnis deprecated any action being 
taken, arguing that the Council had no 
right to dictate to the contractors what sort 
of a conveyance they should use for hauling 
stone so long as they did not wilfully tear up 
the road. 

It waa decided not to further deal with the 
matter till Councillors had inspected the 
damage done. 

A letter was read from the proprietors of 
the Alexandra punt, submitting terms and 
conditions upon which they were willing to 
re-let the punt to the Council, namely £600 
per annum ; or to sell the entire plant at a 
price to be fixed by arbitration. 

The Council went into Committee to con- 
sider the question, and on resuming, re- 
ported— That the Council “was prepared to 
give Mr M'Kersey the sum of £420 per 
annum for working the punt on the present 
conditions. 

The Council then adjourned till next 
morning. 

On the Council re-assembling on Thursday 
morning, 

A telegram waa read from Mr M’Kersey 
agreeing to terms offered by the Council for 
working the Alexandra punt. 

The following report of Committee was 
read and adopted ; — 

That this Council expresses its disapprobation 
of the unnecessary delays in the construction of 
. the Otago Central Railway, and urges upon the 
Govemtnent the necessity of more energetic 
action being taken ; and that the Mayors of 
Cromwell and Alexandra be requested to co. 
operate with the Chairman in bringing pressure 
to bear upon the Government in the matter. 

That oa the recommendation of the Engineer, 
the surfacemen be retained as at present. 

That the banking account still remain in the 
Bank of New Zealand. 

Referring again to the damage being done 
to the, streets of Clyde by the bridge con- 
tractors' trolly, it was admitted on all sides 
that a great deal of damage was being done, 
and it was resolved— That the Chairman 
intimate to the contractors that they must 
desist from using the trolly. 

Cr M'Ginnis asked if any arrangement 
had been entered into with the Borough of 
Cromwell in reference to planting trees on 
the Cromwell bridge reserve. Ha said he 
asked the question as he did not believe in 
expending money in decorating the town of 
Cromwell. If money was wanted to repair 
roads he would willingly support it. 

The Chairman said no arrangement had 
been made. 

The Engineer’s report on contracts was 
read. 

Resolved—That the recommendation of 
the Engineer, that the original plana of the 
Alexandra Bridge be carried out, bo adopted. 

Resolved — That a Committee be appointed 
to take evidence on the dispute between the 
contractors for Alexandra Bridge and the 
Engineer as to price to bo paid for concrete 
foundations of bridge, and report at next 
meeting. 

Resolved—That the deposit money of L. 



Botcher, who throws up contract No. 66 a be 
forfeited. 

The Engineer’s report on roads wo4 read 
and adopted. 

The Engineer’s report on punts and ferries 
was read and adopted. 

The Rate Collector’s report, showing £93 
19s rates unpaid, was read.

Resolved — That tenders for the erection of 
two chairs across the Nevis River be accepted. 

The Council adjourned till 2 p.m. 

The Council resumed at 2 p.m., the business 
first dealt with being

The notice by Cr Pitches—" That a sum of 
L50 be voted by the Council for the purpose of 
celebrating the opening of the Ophir bridge on 
its completion,” was withdrawn by consent. 

Cr Naylor’s motion That the pitched 
crossing in Sunderland street, Clyde, be put in 
repair at a cost not exceeding LIO,” was agreed 
to. 

Cr Naylor moved — “That a sum not ex- 
ceeding LlOO be appropriated to the purpose of 
forming a nursery of forest trees for planting out 
ami for distribution in the County." After long 
argument, the motion was withdrawn, chiefly 
on the ground that the sum ashed for was not 
sufficient for the purpose, and the land in the 
County was not as a rule adapted to growing 
forest trees. It was also thought that if private 
enterprise did not induce a nursery, such a 
speculation was out of the Council’s way. 

O Naylor's motion—" That a chair be placed 
across the Clutha River, near Mutton Town,” 
was lost on being put to the vote. 

Cr Jolly had tabled notice to move — "That 
L17 10s be voted to Mr John Pertiam for re- 
moving sediment off the Wanaka Road and 
otherwise rendering the road at the Lowburn 
fit for traffic after the September floods.” In the 
absence of the mover, the motion waa allowed 
to stand over till next meeting. 

Cr Fraser, by leave, brought up a lapsed 
motion from last meeting standing in his name 
— That the snm of £27 15s be paid to Mr A. 
M’Phail for construeting approaches to Lindis 
bridge, subject to the approval of the Engineer. 
A long discussion ensued over this motion, it 
being argued that to pass such would be to 
establish a dangerous precedent. There was 
no .authority for this expenditure, and it it were 
recognised there would be no end of people 
doing work they may deem necessary, and 
afterward.s applying to he recouped the expendi- 
ture. Cr Fraser argued strongly in favor of the 
vote, urging the nei^ssity of the work. Ulti- 
mately it was resolved that the sum be reduced 
to £15. 

The Chairman drew atttention to the tact that 
Chinese were working on the goldfields without 
miners' rights, and pointing out the fact th.at it 
was the duty of no particular person to see after 
it. The Chinese const ! hie refused to interfere 
without being paid. He would ask tor instruc-' 
tions in the matter.

March 27. 

The Easter holidays, so far as we have 
seen of them, promise to pass off quietly, 
and without mncli ostentation. Some 20 of 
our Volunteers have departed North, to join 
in the military carnival holding in Christ- 
church, and the remaining portion of our 
male population are too busy either in the 
field Oi' the mine to fritter away much time 
with frivolities. Good Friday was observed 
as a general holiday. A few Volunteers, and 
other shootists, got up a sweepstake rifle 
match at the Arrow butts, where some fair 
scoring was made. No provision for amuse- 
ments for Easter Monday has yet been made, 
but as the shooting season opens on that day 
it is likely that our sportsmen will find on 
hill and moor gratification and excitement. 

Considering that the local Cadets are still 
without rifles and have to borrow those of 
the Queenstown corps on the day the prize- 
firing is going to take place, and consequently 
have to go to the butts without any practice 
whatever, the lads did not do so bad, taking 
six prizes out of the 12 competed for. It 
may well be questioned, whether it would 
not be the wiser plan for the head of the 
Defence Department to bestow a little more 
attention upon the Cadet corps, and devote 
a little less to the adult Volunteers ; though 
the return might not be so immediate, it 
would pay the colony batter in the long run. 

Capt. Jenkins left here with a supple- 
mentary detachment of local Vuhinteers on 
Thursday morning, and arrived in Christ- 
clinrch on Friday evening, doing a distance 
of about 600 miles in two days. So much 
for Sir Julius Vogel's Public Works 
Scheme ! 

Your Queenstown correspondent is pretty 
severe on the Arrow Observer and Macotown 
reefing matters in general, and though in the 
main his remarks are to the point, it cannot 
be denied, first, that he speaks from hearsay, 
and secondly, with a strong tinge of Queen- 
stownio feeling. What tiiough a sanguine 
reporter waa deceived in liia estimate of a 



crushing, this is not sufficient reason for 
your Queenstown correspondent to jump to 
the conclusion that that report was concocted 
for the purpose of raising the price of scrip. 
The result of the crushing referred to, 
though it foil short of what was expected, 
still proved the reef from which it was taken 
very payable, which pleasing fact your 
correspondent passes by silently. Can it be 
possible that this circumstance led to the 
asperity displayed ? Neither is your cor- 
respondenL strictly speaking, truthful. He 
says : “ Not a word was mentioned about 
crushing mullock then. That is heard after 
the disappointing crushing is over." Yet 
the Daily Times correspondent has the 
following in his report which appeared in 
February, weeks before the cleaning up took 
place : “The crushing now in hand will not 
give a fair estimate of the value of the reef, 
as a great deal of inferior stuff and mullock 
is inevitably mixed with the stuff sent to the 
mill.” Yet your Queenstown correspondent 
maintains that the Daily Times correspondent 
was misted ! 

Quite a number of tourists from Queens- 
town have paid us a visit, many of whom 
being interested in the reefs took a trip up 
to Macetown. It is expected that the 
Tipperary Co. will wash up at the Public 
Crushing machine to-day. 

Mr James Colville, who has been es- 
tablished here for some years in the butcher- 
ing and baking trade, intends to sell his 
business, and join his brother in New 
Mexico. The opening can be recommended 
to men in the above lines as a thoroughly 
legitimate investment. 

Dr Dickinson, who has gained golden 
opinions from all with whom he has come in 
contact during his short stay, both as a kind 
and skillful pbisician, is about leaving the 
Arrow. Private grounds are given as the 
reason for his decision. The news will be 
received with genera! regret, for people do 
not like to part with a doctor who has gained 
their confidence.

March 25. 

Mr Hyde, the artillery drill instructor, is 
here. In the absence of a “ big gun ” he 
could do but little in practically acquainting 
the corps with the drill and duties they will 
have to perform. He, however, gave some 
oral instructions and explanations. 

Mr VValdie, who has returned from his 
visit to the old country, is about to re-open 
business here in the grocery and crockery 
line, upon strictly cash principles, and accord- 
ing to rumors is going to adopt the motto, 

“ a single article at wlinlesiile prices.” We 
have a large number of stores here, and the 
subdivision of trade has necessarily become 
very groat. The number of permanent resi- 
dents has not increased, and how all tliese 
places of business manage to get on, especi- 
ally in tliese days of failure, is something of 
a mystery. The tourists help the draper a 
little, the photographer and the livery stable- 
keeper largely, and to some extent the 
chemist and tobacconist, but the provision 
stores are nut of their line. 

Telegrams and letters are flowing in, hav- 
ing one object — the securing of rooms. If 
the present fine weather continues, the ex- 
cursion trip from Dunedin will be largely 
patronised, though it is probable that only 
those who can find accommodaiion will make 
anything of a stay. 

In quartz circles quietness has reigned. 
The crushings of the Tipperar}' (Macetown) 
and the Nugget and Cornish (Upper Shotnver) ! 
are deemed satisfactory. They show that 
the reefs, if not so rich as expected, can be 
worked, with efficient management, at a good 
profit. Mr S. Edwards has been appointed 
mine manager of the new reef at the Head 
of the Lake, and operations are being vigor- 
ously carried on. 

Four cricketers noted for prowess in New 
South Wales challenged a whole eleven of 
the local club on Saturday. Tlie club then 
gave them another member, and played them 
even at a single-wicket match. In this the 
vi.sitora were beaten by one run, the scoring 
being eight and nine respectively. Not 
satisfied, they desired a double-wicket match, 
and the local team made up with their 
visitors a ten, all fielding honorably. Five 
going to the wickets for the visiting team, 
these secured 11 and the Queenstown club 
23, so that it was rather a “sell” for the 
“ cracks ” from the other side. 

The ascending of Ben Lomond in the 
shortest space of time and returning from 
same seems to have taken hold of a section 
of the tourists. One last week accomplished 
the ascent under two hours. 

*' Bunny " is apparently undiminislied in 
numbers, in spite of all raids made upon his 
habitations and pasture.?. These must, how- 
ever, have some effect, but the fault lies in 
that the efforts are neither generiil nor syste- 
matic. United efforts are necessary instead 
of desultory and disjointed attempts, and 
something in this direction during the com- 
ing winter would produce better results than 
in the past. 

Wheat is not very saleable locally, being 
worth not more than 3s per bushel. At 
latest rates from England, New Zealand 
prime is worth per 496lbs 48s to 49s, or, say, 
equal to 8s per bushel. Shipping charges, &c., 
amount from Is 8d to 2s per bushel— accord- 
ing to the way the shipper proceeds. But 
between 6s and 8s there is a margin. As an 
experiment, Mr Dwyer, farmer, is about 
shipping from 3,000 to 4,000 bushels of 
wheat Home. The wheat will be classified 
as recommended by Messrs Barry and Go. of 1 
Leith, Glasgow and London. The brands 
will bo either single, double or treble cross, I 



with the letters " M. D., Wakatipu,” Mr 
Dwyer will, however, be handicapped with 
Lake freight and railway charges to the ex- 
tent of £l per ton, or nearly 7d per bushel. 
This and bags will lessen the margin ; but, 
on the other hand, as the shipment will bo 
forwarded direct to the vessel at the Bluff, 
certain charges are saved, and as samples go 
per post and a sale may be made ex ship, 
saving landing and warehouse expenses, 
these extra charges may thus be more than 
recouped. The experiment is looked upon 
with some interest. Mr Ludeman, of the 
Dart (Head of the Lake), has also a fine crop, 
and he may ship Home a similar quantity. 

Two more insolvencies have taken place — 

B. Oumo, laborer (liabilities, £112 ; assets, 
nil); and E, Burrowes, lime-burner (liabili- 
ties, £200 ; assets, nil also). The facility 
with which credit has been obtained has 
never been more glaringly made known than 
by the recent failures, Mr Moran’s excepted. 
The last is a heavy loss to the debtor him- 
self, ns it represents years of efforts and 
energy, and the loss, by floods and storms, of 
invested thousands. His offer of 6s in the £ 
was promptly accepted. But how laborers and 
others can owe the sums they fail for is only 
explainable by the belief given to statements 
which prove untruthful and which are made 
with a good deal of mysterious confidence 
and speciousness, There is a dozen creditors 
in each of the above two cases. In Welling- 
ton, Auckland and Christchurch, the Press 
attend meetings of creditors and minutely 
expose all discreditable shifts. Some further 
failures are anticipated and uneasiness of 
course prevails. 

March 29, 

In a recent letter sickness being prevalent 
was referred to and accounted for by the late 
trying weather. Mrs Humphrey, of Frank- 
ton, allowed her strength to sink, and then 
could not be brought round again. Debility 
was the cause of death in this as also the 
cases in the Arrow portion of the district. 
Mrs Humphrey was much respected for good 
deeds. Her husband’s farm being near the 
Wakatipu Hospital, the patients therein for 
years past have received many cheering visits 
from her and her friends, as well as material 
comforts from her dairy and orchard. The 
district is healthy, and it is a strange fact 
that the tourists find a visit to the Lakes 
bracing and exhilarating. It is the “ old 
identities ” of the district who are the 
sufferers. i 

Farmers find this year a difficulty in ob- ' 
taining a market tor their produce, except 
potatoes, which are worth £6 to £6 lOs per 
ton. Oats are everywhere in abundance, 
and in parts of Southland worth only a 
fraction over a shilling. It might be a saving 
for growers to turn them into hog’s-flesh. 

The excursion from Dunedin and else- 
where brought us about 200 visitors. It was 
a matter of some difficulty to locate them all, 
and in consequence many returned sooner 
than they intended. Some very influential 
colonists were among the crowd, and ladies 
were well represented. They managed, some 
way or another, to shake down for the first 
night, but the crush was relieved on Satur- 
day and yesterday somewhat. Three excur- 
sion trips up the Lake were made, the steamer 
Jane Williams taking between 70 and 80 
to Kinloch on Saturday. This steamer made 
also a moonlight trip on the Lake. The 
Mountaineer, in addition to her usual trips 
to Kingston, also made three excursions. 
The stable-keepers were not equal to the 
demand for buggies. Numerous parties 
ascended Ben Lomond, and, generally, ex- 
cursionists have spread themselves through- 
out the district, and the weather being grand 
has rendered the visit one of enjoyment ap- | 
parently. Of course there will always be i 
growlers in a large assemblage of people, but | 
it is impossible to put more than a quart I 
into a quart measure, despite Mr Eichardt’s | 
efforts. Some of the people here next season t 
might let their houses furnished for a short ” 
period, and a demand has arisen for this 
class of accommodation. In Hobart Town 
many of the old colonists let their establish- 
ments to tourists from Victoria, New South 
Wales and Queensland, and there is no 
reason why such a practice should not rule 
here. Then a party of friends can be made 
up, and a house taken for a month or so. 

Captain Patterson of the Mountaineer gave 
a display of fireworks on Saturday night with 
tolerable success, 

Mr Boyne’s new stone store is being pushed 
forward very rapidly, work being carried on 
even during Good Friday. It is not suffici- 
ently advanced yet to describe in detail, but 
it gives Ballarat-street quite a commanding 
appearance. 

A visit was expected from Dr Hector, but 
that iauout found himself only able to make 
a hurried visit to the Riverton reefs. 

Some very large trout have been caught 
lately. The larger fish seem to have an in- 
clination to get into trouble on the banks of 
the Lake. Two were found dead recently on 
the One-mile Beach, and another was caught 
floundering by a tourist on Saturday, and 
weighed within a couple of ounces of 141bs. 
Some say these fish get nmon-struck ; but, 
be this as it may, they do not keep well. B 
is quite time, however, that the fishing 
season should close, and it will dose ins 
couple of days more. The native gams 
shooting season opened to day, but birds 
are very scarce this year. The quail are 
most numerous, but they have suffered 
through “bunny’s" poisoned wheat traps. 

Insolvents continue appearing, and though 
the amounts are not large, someone has to 
bear a loss. This leads to want of confi- 
dence. 

Reports reach here of fever breaking out 
in Southland, but full particulars have not 
yot come to band. j

There is a movement a-foot in Dunedin 
for the establishment by a public company 
of concrete sea- water baths on the Ocean 
Beach. 

There are 16 European prisoners in the 
Dunedin gaol awaiting trial for various 
offences at the ensuing sessions of Supreme 
Court. 

America requires 70,000 mote feet space 
in the Melbourne Exhibition, and if this is 
granted it will be necessary to erect a new 
building. 

The English Government is sending a 
complete set of educational exhibits to Mel- 
bourne, and also a delegate to study the 
Victorian school system. 

Pastor Chiniquy will leave Auckland for 
America about April 1, and Mr Parent (his 
secretary) will at the same time leave for 
Sydney en, route for England. 

It has been resolved to establish a com- 
pany in Melbourne to export every descrip- 
tion of food suitable for human consumption 
which requires to be frozen prior to transit. 

Temuka, a rising town in Canterbury with 
over 220 buildings and a population of nearly 
1.000, has no Justice of the Peace within its 
bounds, whereat the local paper is justly 
indignant. 

It is understood that Mr Jonas Wood- 
ward will retire from office as Public Trustee 
on a pension, and assume the managership 
of the Wellington Trust and Loan invest- 
ment Company. 

Pines for breaches of the Education Act 
are now as common in Victoria as in Eng- 
land. “ Truant Officer ” is the designation 
of the official charged with compelling the 
attendance of children at school, 

West Coast papers regretfully announce 
the death of an old and esteemed resident of 
Westport, Mr Falla, the deceased gentleman 
was known on the Coast since its earliest 
days, and for social honhommie bad few 
equals. 

Mr James Wilson, the well-known Vic- 
torian sportsman, has entered an action for 
libel against the proprietors of the Age, 
damages being laid at i'6,000, for statements 
made in connection with the late Autumn 
Meeting. 

At a late meeting of the Dunedin Medical 
Association, it was resolved — “That in the 
opinion of this society it is unprofessional 
and improper that any of its members should 
keep open shop for sale of druggists’ sundries, 
and should advertise the rate of his fees.” 

The Oamaru Stone Company held its 
annual meeting last Wednesday, and declared 
a dividend of 1() per cent. The Company 
has only been in existence two years, but 
hiis already established business connections 
with almost all the Australian colonies. 

A big, mining case is engaging the atten- 
tion of Warden Carew at Tuapeka. The 
Great Extended Sluicing Company, Blue 
Spur, against the North of Ireland Gold- 
mining Co., is a claim for £1,988 11a as 
damages for encroachment. 

There is a run on electric thief-catchers in 
Dunedin just now. They consist of an 
electric bell, communication between which 
and any portion of a house is easily 
effected, and if any of these are in the least 
tampered with a loud alarm is instantly 
given. 

The author of the poem selected by the 
Ceremonial Committee for the inaugural 
cantata of the Melbourne Exhibition is Mr 
T. D. Meaden, a draper, of WelHngton-street, 
CtilHngwood. Mr Meaden la also the author 
of the poem written to commemorate the 
opening of the Geelong Exhibition, but 
beyond these efforts he does not appear to be 
generally known as a poet. 

The inebriate retreat established in Ade- 
laide a year or two ago has not been an un- 
mixed success. The receipts last year were 
L800 less than the expenditure, and al- 
though a certain number of drunkards had 
been kept sober for a limited period, the 
return under the head of decided cures is 
very meagre. 

Diphtheria is said to prevail extensively 
in and around Dunedin, and the Press recom- 
mends that parents in whose families it has 
appeared should keep their children from 
school, and also that teachers should see that 
the powers placed in their hands for guard- 
ing against the spread of the disease are 
rigorously enforced. 

Pastor Chiniquy is accompanied by a 
French Canadian, a Mr Parent, who is at 
present travelling for the benefit of his health. 
He happened to meet the Pastor in Sydney 
about a month ago, and generously agreed 
to accompany him, acting as his secretary 
free of charge, and paying all his own travel- 
ling expenses. 

Mr Richard Lancaster's friends in Vincent 
County will learn with regret that his 
slaughtering and boiling-down premises near 
Ashburton were completely burned down on 
Thursday night. Seven sheep perished, 
besides a valuable dog. Two tons of tallow 
fat were also consumed. The loss is esti- 
mated at £200 ; insurance, £160. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 

On 3rd instant a young man named Mark 
Marston was out looking for rabbits at Sun- 
bury, Victoria. He put his hand into a 
rabbit-burrow, and almost im medially with- 
drew it, remarking to his mate that some- 
thing had bitten him. He afterwards showed 
symptoms of poisoning from snake-bite, and, 
in spite of the remedies applied, died the 
next day. 



THE DUNEDIN TRAGEDY. 



As announced in our latest news by tele- 
gram last vveek, Douiiolly alias Butler has 
been eomralttod for trial on the charge of 
murdering the Dow.aT family. The enquiry 
was a long and patient one, extending over 
several davs. The summing-up of the 
Coroner fairly reviews the evidence adduced, 
and will be read with interest ; — 

The Coroner said they would have no tliffi- 
cnlty in concluding that a most qnlful and 
brutal murder had been committed, and that 
the perpetrator had sought to destroy all traces 
of hia crime by the act of incendiarism. This 
was so patent that he would not waste time by 
referring to the evidence on that point. No 
doubt it would appear to them that the crime 
was one which stood apart from others of a like 
nature in two or three particulars. In the first 
place there was the apparent absence of motive ; 
and secondly, the selection of a house inhabited 
by comparatively poor people ; and thirdly, from 
the excessive ferocity of the whole crime. But 
whatever they might think regarding motive, it 
was a fact that in the annals of crime, murders 
had been committed for which there was no 
apparent reason. They should not, therefore, 
allow the absence of motive to weigh too strongly 
with them. The evidence showed that the 
crime had been the work of one man ; and they 
must, if they thought the evidence strong enough 
against Butler, find a verdict at;ainat him ; or, 
if they thought it weak, a verdict against some 
person unknown. He might here request them 
to^ allow the fact that Butler was a previous 
criminal not to weigh in their mind.s at all. 
There were six points against Butler. First, his 
absence from his lodging on the night ; second, 
his extraordinary demeanor after the occurrence ; 
third, his going up to Humherland-street to look 
along it ; fourth, his changing bis clothes ; fifth, 
the tact of blood having been found on his 
clothes ; sixth, his remarks to the arresting con- 
stables and to Inspector Mallard. They might 
think one or two of these things trivial. He 
was frequently absent from his lodgings ; then 
with regard to his olothes, being a criminal and 
under police surveillance he might have desired 
to get rid of bis clothes and so cut himself off 
from his former habit of life. But trivial as 
some of them might be, they were important 
when taken as a whole ; and the most important 
point against this man Butler w.as his demeanor 
on the Sunday morning directly after the no- 
currence. This was so important that he wmuld 
read over the evidence of Miss (Hllespie. Having 
done so. he said she described him as looking 
frightened ami tremblina, snd judged he 
trembled from the cold. It would be for the 
Jury to consider whether they also thought it 
was from cold. The Coroner then read over 
Donne's evidence as to Butler’s demeanor at 
Blueskin ; the hov l.eight)u's evidence; thi 
evidence of the niilkboy who had seen him near 
Leightim’s store ; and iiis[)eotor Mallard’s state- 
ment as to the |ji isimer’s manner in the loek-iio. 
The first point for them was the value of his 
appearj-nce on the morning of the mnrdcr .and 
since then, and to consider whether that 
strengthened the other points he had mentioned. 
He would go over them all, mentioning as f.iras 
he could what might be said on the other side, 
■As to Butler’s absence from his lodging, there 
perh.aps was not so much extraordinary in it. 
He was last seen at a quarter to 8 the piarvious 
evening in Dund as-street, which hounded 
Dewar s block on one side. Then next morning 
he went to the 8cotia Hotel, and from there he 
went along the street in a contrary direction to 
that afterwards taken hy him in going away 
from toavn. Then with regard to the change of 
clottiing, and it was in connection with that be 
had taken the single piece of evidence that day 
in reg.ard to the opera-class found on Butler 
being the property of Air Stamper. No doubt it 
was natural that a man like Butler should wish, 
by taking off his clothes and his moustache, to 
cut himself off from his previous history. But 
they must consider the fact of the opera-ol.nss 
being found upon him. The fire at Mr' 
Stamper’s might have been the act of the burglar i 
or not, but Butler appeared to have got the glass ' 
•18 the result of the burglary, and they must ask, 
Would it not be natural for him to have thrown 
away the glass if he wished to out himself off 
from his previous associations ? Then coming 
to the blood upon hia clothes, it was possible 
that it came there by the scratching of his 
hanils in the bush ; .and it might be argued that 
he would have put off his shirt as well as his 
clothes, but the blood spots were so small as 
only to he noticed by skilled .examination, and 
perhaps, it miuht be thought, were missed even 
by himself. The last point was his demeanor 
when arrested.. Having briefly referred to this, 
the Coroner said he thought he had nothing 
more to say as to Butler’s connection with the 
crime. It would be for them to weigh the 
evidence. ■ Butler's demeanor after the oo- 
onrcnce was a strong point in determining thn 
value of the other evidence. AlthouglT the 
matter did not end here, it was necessary and 
proper for thorn to return a verdict thoroughly 
founded on their belief, just .as raueh as if they 
were a jury in the Supreme Court, ft behoved 
them to pay very great attention to these points. 
He need hardly say that their verdict as re- 
gar.led the husband would be the same as re- 
garded the wife and child, and also as regarded 
the iiicendiaiism, which they would have no 
doubt w.as raised to efface all traces of the deed, 
■fe then asked the Jury to consider their 
verdict. 

The Jury retired at about quartet to 8 o’clock, 
and returned their verdict at II. 

Tho verdict was to the effect that Robert 
Butler, otherwise called Donnelly, did on the 
14th d.ay of March feloniously, wilfully, and of 
his malice .aforethought kill and murder .fames 
Murray Dewar, Klizabeth Mary Jane Dawar, 
and Elizabeth Liiids.ay Dewar.

Fight ’em to the last gasp, and, if you have to 
retreat, do it with your face to the foe, selling 
your life dearly at every step yon take ; and (as 
the troops came nearer) as I’m a little lame. I

Calcraft, the English Executioner. 



Oalcraft, tho English executioner, who ex- 
pired a few days -since of sheer old age, was 
a man about whom the outside world was 
always most curious, but of whom, outside 
his offici.al functions, little or nothing was 
known save by tho select few that had a 
personal acquaintance with him. All sorts 
of ridiculous tales have been told about 
Calcraft. He was a fiend that hanged people 
for tho mere enjoyment of the brutish 
pleasure of gloating over their expiring 
struggles. He had committed a crime so 
unspeakably awful that his father confessor 
had enjoined him that no ordinary penance 
could clean his soul of its burden and guilt ; 
hence he had undertaken these awful duties 
with a view of mentally scourging himself. 
Others again maintained that Calcraft had 
himself been found guilty of murder, and 
pardoned on his undertaking the duties of a 
common hangman for life. But all this is, 
of course, mere idle talk. The real facta are 
that something less than 50 years ago the 
then Sheriffs of the City of London found 
themselves in the unpleasant position of 
being left without a hangman to officiate at 
Newgate, through the clashing of executions 
at York and London. Calcraft, a young 
shoemaker of some 25 years of age, on the 
evening preceding the execution, happened 
to call at Newgate with a pair of boots that 
be had made for one of the warders. The 
sheriff’s dilemma was at that moment a 
fruitful source of discussion among the 
prison officials, and Calcraft at once volun- 
teered to undertake the job. At this time 
the common hangman was the especial 
object of the execrations of the lower orders 
of society, and the sheriffs were then sitting 
in Newgate ruefully dlscussingtlie immediate 
probability of their being eoinpellud to “do” 
the culprits to death on the following morn- 
ing. The young .shoemaker’s voluntary offer 
was eagerly accepted. The next morning, 
in the presence of a howling, shrieking 
multitude of depraved wretches, Calcraft 
launched into eternity the two m.alefactors 
whose legal extinction had caused such per- 
tiirb.ation in the minds of the sheriffs. For 
a period of close upon 50 years from that 
date, almost every criminal that was sacrificed 
on the shrine of the offended majesty of the 
law met his death at the hands of Calcraft. 
For many years after ha assumed the posi- 
tion of public executioner the position was a 
lucrative one. He received £10 for each 
execution, and a liberal allowance for 
travelling expenses when the dire work was 
performed out of London. In addition to 
this, the clothes of the culprit, being part 
and parcel of the felon’s estate forfeited to 
■ the Crown, reverted to the hangman as his 
ghastly perquisites. These cast-off garments 
of criminals were readily s.aleable, at high 
prices, to the proprietors of waxwork ex- 
hibitions, who pandered then, as now, to the 
morbid sensibilities of the people. Many a 
hundred pounds, too, found its way into 
Calcraft 3 pocket when he hung some 
plutocratic murderer whose relatives, rather 
than see the coat and boots of their departed 
kinsman figuring on the waxen effigy in 
the stately saloon of Mme. Tussand, in 
Baker street, or standing cheek-by-jowl with 
the Queen of Sheba and the Man in the lion 
Mask, in the booth of a travelling wax-work 
exhibition, outbid the speculative proprietors 
of these estahlLshments for the possession of 
the culprit’s garments. 

In his domestic relations Calcraft was a 
devoted husband and an affectionate father. 
Two unmarried daugliters, who, for the four 
years before his death, tended their bed- 
ridden father, and a servant, comprised the 
hangman’s household for the past 20 years, 
he having been a widower for about that 
length of time. The house where he died, 
No. 2, Poole Place, Poole-street, Hoxton’ 
a district of London lying oast of the City 
road, between Islington and Shoreditch, was 
hia own property, as well as several of the 
adjacent houses. At the corner of Poole- 
street and the new north road stands a large 
public-house called the Princess Alice. Here 
up to seme four years since, when age and 
increasing infirmities kept him a total prisoner 
in the house, the veteran hangman would 
walk in almost every evening about 8 o’clock 
and betaking himself to a semi-private parlor 
reserved^ for specially - favored customers, 
would sit down to enjoy a game of whist. 
It w.as tacitly understood by the regular 
habitues of the room that no reference to 
C.alcraft’s calling should ever be made 
in his presence. Now and again, how- 
ever, an injudicious comer would allude to 
the tabooed subject. When this occurred, 
Calcraft, without comment, would immedi- 
ately leave the room and the house. 

On the scaffold, Calcraft always appeared 
in a suit of the darkest blue serge, and the.se 
habiliments were known in Hoxton as his 
hanging clothes. He would put them on 
when leaving his home to start for the scene 
of the execution, and take them off again on 
his return, and never wore .them on any 
other occasion. No one oversaw him outside 
his house during the three days immediately 
succeeding an execution, and stolidly as he 
comported himself during the progress of 
the dread scene he invariably arrived home 
suffering from extreme nervousness and great 
mental prostration. If on a fine summer 
evening the aged hangman, with downcast 
eyes, bowed shoulders, and his chin sunk on 
his breast, arrayed in his hanging clothes, 
and carrying his little black hag, was seen 
walking down Poole-street on his way to his 
house, his hiiinhle neighbors gathered on the 
side-walk smoking their pipes and chatting 
after the day’s toil, would stand aside, and, 
pausing in their conversation, make way for 



the old man to pass without so much as 
I bidding him good evening, for it was well 
known that on these occasions he was a silent 
man, and would not exchange a word even 
with hia most intimato friends. 

in addition to the house property belong, 
ing to him in Poole-sti'eot, Calcraft owned 
considerable houses and lands at Phipps' 
Bridge,^ a mile and a half west of Mitchen, 
nine miles from London, in the county of 
Surrey, and altogether he has probably died 
worth £2o,000. — Home paper. 



A Eamily of Swimmers, 

Among the paaaengers hy the Citv of Lortr^loti 
(aaya the SnafJi Austraiian Vhronicie)^ which 
arrived on Friday, February 6th, were Profeaaor 
Fred. Cavil], the champion long-distance 
awimmer of the world, ahd hia talented family. 
Accoriling to the extended notices in EnijUah 
and other journals, the professor has a remark- 
able record. Since accomplishing the feat of 
swimming across the .English Channel in tho 
short time of 12 hours 15 minutes, ho has 
travelled round tho word giving exhibitions in 
natation. These exhihitiona have been very 
interesting, especinllyto thoae who recognise the 
vast importance of obtaining proliciency in the 
art of swimming. The professor is accompanied 
by Captain W. T. Browne, late of the Ounard 
Service, who is acting as his ageut, and who is 
now making arrangernents to give several exhibi- 
tions under diafcingiiiahed patronage in Adelaide, 
Clenelg, and other parts of the colony. On 
Tuesday morning, February 10th, Professor 
Cavill’s children, Earnest, ten years, Charles, 
between eight and nine years, and Madeline, 
seven years of age, gave a private exhihition of 
their skill in natation, under the direction of tho 
professor, at the City baths. The children are 
well grown and big for their age. Earnest was 
first in the water. The little fellow had on an 
ordinary sailor’s suit of clothes, and he plunged 
into the water, undressing himself before rising 
to the surface. This disrobing was performed 
in a very short sprice nf tiine. A handicap raco 
next took place between the three children, 
Ernest awimming four, Charlie three, and 
Madeline four lengths of the baths. Madeline 
was the first to finish, and Ernest came next a 
short distance behind Charlie, who swims with 
a strong si'ie stroke, keeps well beneath the 
water, and gets through it very fast for so small 
a swimmer. He was the last to finish, being 
!min SOsecs in doins; his distance. The little 
girl then T7ent into the water, and passed her 
body through a smill lionp 20 times while keep- 
ing her head above the surface. This was very 
cleverly done, as was also motionless floating in 
different positions by the game child. She then 
git into deeper water and cried loudly for 
“help,*’ mimicking the actions of a person un» 
able to swim. Her cry wag quickly responded 
to by her brothers, and on Charlie feigning 
exhaustion, the two younger children were 
brought to land by Ernest, who was rewarded 
for his performance by loud applause. Ernest 
then threw several front somersaults while 
under water. This feat was considered good, 
hut it was altogether put in the shade by that 
that pe formed subsequently by his younger 
b-other. This consisted of turning no less than 
104 hack somersaults in the water in quick 
succe.-^sion, the lad only having hia head above 
water for a second’s breathing space between 
each somersault. The professor stated that the 
hoy h.ad turned 80 somersaults in succession *in 
San Francisco, and that the people there had 
begun to fear he was drowning. Ciiarlie, after 
finishing the somersault business, just to show 
tiiat ho was not tired, swam nearly a length of 
the baths with his hands behind his back. 
Twelve tin plates wore thi*o\vn into the water, 
and Ernest, plunging in, collected U of them 
before rising to the surface. After this he took 
a slate under the "water, and while immersed, 
wrote his name on it. Tlie same lad .“iwam a 
short distance with his hands and feet tied, and 
the exhibition concluded with a general display 
of fancy swimming and diving. The gentlemen 
who witnessed the performances "were highly 
satisfied.
